The Regional Office of the War- 
Production Hoard advises that a 
shortage of wiping and other forms 
of ragH Is developing rapidly, and 
requests the Lower Merlon council 
of Defense to Inaugurate a Pag 
Salvage Program. The collection of 
rags Is to he simultaneous with the 
brown paper salvage, announced 
recently. 

New wool imports from Austra- 
lia and other countries have been 
reduced by lack of shipping facili- 
ties to such an extent that Hid 
Army Issued an order recently au- 
thorizing the use of reprocessed 
woolens In the manufacture of 
Army overcoats ami blankets. 

It is for the purpose of relieving 
this situation that the public is br- 
ing asked to salvage rags. All kinds 
of rags and rope arc wanted; cot- 
ton, broadcloth, linen, rayon, silk, 
woolens, felts, mattresses, twine, 
hemp rope. etc. It is not necessary 
for the housewife to sort her rags, 
but it is recommended that they 
be washed. Sterilizing is done after 
the rag dealers classify the ma- 
terial.

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — "A" Book Coupons No. 6, good for four gal- 
ions each, outside the eastern gasoline shortage area. Within the 
-ast coast shortage area, ""A" book coupons No. 5, good for three 
gallons each, must last through July 2 1. "B" and "C" coupons 
cut to 2'/< galloons in shortage area. 

SUGAR — Coupon No. 1.5 good for 5 lbs. through August 
15. Coupons No. 15 and lo are good through October 3l for 
5 lbs. each tor home canning purposes. Housewives may apply 
to their local ration boards it necessary. 

COHFH1: — Stamp No. 2-1 is good for one pound through 
June iu. 

1-U1-1. Oil. — I'eriod 5 coupons valid in all zones until Sep- 
tember ]u. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 1 X became valid for one pair June 16. 
MEATS, ETC. — Red Stamps J, K, I., M, good through June 
(o. N becomes valid June 2u. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue Stamps K, I., M, continue 
good through July 7. 

LOWER MEAT PRICES 

Effective June 21, meat prices at retail will be lowered from 
3 cents to 7 cents a pound by order of the OI'A. New prices for 
cured and processed pork will go into effect on July 5. Reduc- 
tions in price are smaller on cheaper cuts and larger on the more 
expensive. As in the case of the rollback of prices on butter, the 
lowering of meat prices will not directly affect the farm producer. 
Subsidies, which begin June 7, will be paid to anyone who 
slaughters 4,000 pounds of meat or more per month. 

COFFEE BY MAIL 

Coffee drinkers who order their blends by mail may now 
"pay" for the purchase by enclosing detached ration stamps with 
the order rather than the entire ration book, OPA has announc- 
ed. Formerly, consumers were required to forward their War 
Ration Book to the retailer or wholesaler for removal of stamps. 

(;AS COUPONS CHANGED 

A new "TT" gasoline coupon, which replaces the present 
" T" coupon, will become valid for use on July l. The old type 
of "'!"' coupon will be invalid on and after July 1, except in the 
northeastern shortage area where it will be used through July 25 
OPA expects the change in design to help take up "slack" mile- 
age and remove potential sources of black market gasoline. 

"B" MILEAGE OUT 

Maximum mileage of "W gasoline ration books has been 
reduced to 5(H) miles per month in the northeast shortage area 
— and no additional mileage will be allowed under any circum- 
stances unless the applicant is in a preferred occupation, for ex- 
ample, a doctor, ambulance driver, firelighter, or policeman. 

WRITE TO MEN IN ICELAND 

"American soldiers in Iceland are not getting nearly enough 
mail from home," said Captain Peter E. Cullom, Chaplain's 
Corps, who recenth returned to the U. S. after two years of duty 
with Icelandic garrisons. "In spite ot the fact that the army de- 
livers the mail with promptness and regularity lo eyery army 
post, tolks at home are not taking full advantage of this serv- 
ice." Chaplain Cullon said. 

REQUIREMENTS CHANGED 

lire inspections for commercial motor vehicles now may 
be made every 5,000 miles or every six months, whichever oc- 
curs first, ODT has announced. Previously, commercial vehicles 
had to have tire inspections every 5,oou miles or every Co days, 
whichever occurred first. 

DATA ON PRISONERS 

American soldiers officially reported as prisoners of war in 
enemy countries to date total 17,083, the War Department 
Iras announced. Of these, 11,307 are held by Japan, 3,312 by 
Germany and 2,46-4 by Italy. War Department indicates that 
the basic diet of an American soldier in German prison camps 
is largely potatoes, cabbage, fish, and an indefinite amount of 
meat.

• "To elevate the working class" — that is the 
domineering motive in the life of Josef 
Stalin, Premier of Russia, leader of the first 
country to force the Nazis to feel the wounds 
of defeat. 

• He was bom Josef Vissarionovich Dzug- 
ashvili, in Tlflis, Georgia, in Russia on De- 
cember 21, 1879, the son of a cobbler. Nicolai 
Lenin later named him Stalin which means 
"steel man." 

• In his personal tastes Stalin has been de- 
scribed as puritanical. Once he severely repri- 
manded an editor whose publication con- 
tained something Stalin considered obscene. 
He often works 18 hours continuously, but be- 
lieves in a six hour day for others. 

• This little man with the pipe and mustache 
has been an enigma to his contemporaries. 
Military authorities said his army would last 
three months against the Germans. 

• He has asked reporters not to refer to him as 
a dictator and once explained that "never un- 
der no conditions would our workers tolerate 
one-man rule. The biggest authorities among 
us become converted to zeros as soon as they 
lose the faith of the working masses.''

land Waterway runs from southern

No submarines could reach oil ship- 
ments u\cr Ibis route. One 24 -Inch 
pipe line could transport 30U.UUU 
barrels daily. Two or three laid in 
the same ditch for economy's sake 
■- would eliminate Kast Coast gaso- 
line and oil troubles. 

Such a program would necessi- 
tate the construction of pipe lines 
and pumping stations, hundreds of 
sinull diesel powered tow boats and 
many hundreds, of oil barges. These 
lattei could be constructed of 
poured concrete reinforced with 
si eel. The amount of steel used 
would be small and the labor far 
less than would be required for 
barges constri'cted of lumber. 

At a time like the present when 
every i ftort is concentrated upon 
making tin machinery for war, it 
might almost appear to be too ex- 
p. nsivi an undertaking to con- 
struct this "through line" from the 
Texas oil lieldc to New Jersey. But 
if w-i are to believe what we read 
and hear about the impending East 
Coast (jasollne and oil shortage, 
this projict- oi one with the same 
object in view — is as important as 
tlie battlefront itself. For not only 
are Uast Coast war Industries an 
essential part of the nationwide ef- 
fort, but from the standpoints of 
health and morale, a really desper- 
ate situation in great cejiters of 
population like New England 
states. New York, Pennsylvania 
and Mew Jersey, caused by loo 
greut a shortage of these two es- 
sentials—would be catastrophe be- 
yord words. 

In about Ave months from now 
the Northern Atlantic states will 
begin to need oil and coal to keep 
the people warm. This will be add-, 
ed to the demand for gasoline to 
keep road transportation In motion. 
Even now the East is being "cut 
to the bone" In the use af gasoline 
— und nothing could be more sensi- 
ble If the cutting doesn't go too 
fur and cause a transportation 
breakdown. But Is the East being 
forced to economize on gasoline so 
that fuel and heating oils can be 
shipped there through the summer 
and stored for the winter demand; 
or is all of It being shipped abroad 
for our war efforts? And even if 
greut quantities are being stored- — 
will that surplus be sufficient to 
tide the Northeastern states over 
another such winter as the past 
one? And if the oil Just Isn't avail- 
able when the time comes — then 
what? People will walk, starve and 
die all sorta of deaths for thel* 
country's sake — but they won't 
freeze gracefully. 

It Is someone's Job to get oil and 
gasoline to the East Coast by next 
winter; and It won't make any dif- 
ference to freezing people what the 
reasonB or excuses for failure may 
be. There are ways to forestall a 
serious shortage if action Is begun 
In time. 

There must not be a famine In 
oil or gasoline In the cold North 
Atlantic states this coming winter. 
The repercussions would be too 
unpleasant.
